* “ Chicago is a council governed city,” 
it says. “That has been the slogan 
of citizens.fighting for better govern- 
ment. 
“Thirty-five years ago the low point 
ad been reached in local government 
n great American cities. They were 
almost universally inefficient, extrava- 
gant, and corrupt. In most cases; de- 


- gpairing of other remedy, they turned 


to the state for aid, and from that time 
they have been largely governed not 


from their city halls but from 


state capitols. 

“Chicago is the striking exception. 
Instead of flying to the legislature the 
citizens took hold of their own prob- 

lems. 

“Voices were raised speaking the 
truth about scoundrels in office and 
corruptionists outside. Gradually vic- 
tory was achieved, and the crooks in 
the.city council became a hopeless mi- 
nority. Chicago is unique among great 
American cities in that achievement. 
Its history for twenty-five years lights 
the way for the feet of democracy in 
America. Will the light be kept burn- 
ing? Chicago is a council governed 
city; home rule means enlarged powers 
of the council, and in the honesty, abil- 
ity, and freedom of the council lies the
